MKS. PITTENGEH CHANGES STORY 


Mrs. Bertha Pittenger, who with 


Arthur Wilson, a neighbor, is locked 
in jail at Frederick, charged with the 
murder of her husband, William Pit- 
tenger, a former resident of Littles- 
town.who was found dead in his bed 
at his home in Johnsville, Md., last 
week with a bullet wound in hi? ab- 
domen, has changed her original story 
concerning the quarrel with her hus- 
band.

She said she 
went to the Wilson home and that her 
husband followed her a short time 
later. Pittenger, she said, called her 
out of the house and immediately be- 
gan quarreling with her.

There are thousands of home build- 


ers to whom brick houses have an es- 
pecial appeal. Brick is the oldest of 
building materials, having been used, 
in some form or other, thousands of 
years before civilization began. This 
may be the reason for the preference, 
but there . is no denying that brick 
homes are attractive and have a very 
substantial air. 


The design shown herewith is of the 


bungalow type of a story and a half 
house. The exterior wall in the gables 


13 by 11 feet, by a colonnade, whici 
extends nearly across the side of the 
room, making them practically one large 
room. Back of the dining room Is the 
kitchen, 13 by 10 feet, the side en- 
trance near the garage and the base- 
ment stairway.

there is an abundance of closets—four 
downstairs and three upstairs.

will be seen that built into the living 
and dining room and kitchen are many 
features that will make the work of 
caring for the lunne more easy. There 
is a built-in buffet in the dining room, 
while the worktable, shelves and pantry 
in the kitchen are so arranged as to 
save steps.

CAKE MAKING. 


Just a word to those who are yet In- 


experienced in the art of cake making. 


First of all, have all the 
materials 
to 
be 
used 


ready at hand before be- 
ginning, or in the midst 
you will find some im- 
portant ingredient miss- 
ing which will need a 
change of plans. 


Most cooks have some 


standard recipe which they will vary 
with flavoring, spice or fruit, or bake 
in different shaped tins with different 
fillings or frostings, which will give a 
large variety. 


The time was when much creaming 


of butter and stirring of sugar and 
butter was thought the only way to 
make a butter cake, but these busy 
days are teaching us many ways of 
simplifying our work, and cake mak- 
ing must keep pace. The shortening, 
If 
softened—not 
melted—will 
mix 


with the sugar and it takes but a short 
time to cream it; add a little hot water 
or milk if hurried for time and then 
give the mixture a good beating, add- 
ing the eggs beaten and give another 
good 
beating. 
A 
fair 
cake, good 


enough for every-day use, is one using 
three tablespoonfuls of butter or but- 
ter substitute, one cupful of sugar, 
half a cupful of milk, two eggs, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and a 
cupful and three-quarters of sifted 
flour. Add flavoring and bake in a hot 
oven. A circle of well-greased paper 
placed in the layer tins, as well as 
deeper tins, will help to remove the 
cake without breaking. 


A cake that is baked with as little 


flour as will hold it up makes a much 
more tender and delicate one. 
The 


baking is a most important factor in 
good cake making. 
Have the oven 


very hot for layer cake and bake 
from 30 to 12 minutes. For a loaf 
cake which need's 40 minutes to bake, 
divide the time into quarters. The first 
ten minutes see that the cake begins 
to rise, the second ten minutes it 
finishes rising and begins to brown, 
the third ton minutes it finishes brown- 
ing and begins to shrink fnnn the pan, 
then the last ten or qtiarter it finishes 
baking. If a cake crackles us if still 
cooking when taken from the oven, 
put it back for a few minutes. 


Fruit Layer Cake.—For a delicious 


cuke to use for company or on special 
occasions, this is excellent. Cream a 
cupful of shortening, add two cupfuls 
of warmed sugar to hasten the cream- 
ing, add six well beaten eggs, two and 
one-half cupfuls of flour, a cupftul of 
cnilk, a teaspoonful of vanilla and three 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. Beat 
well and bake In three layers.

cool, then add one and one-half cup- 
fuls of peach pulp, the strained juice 
of an orange and the juice of half a 
lemon. Freeze. 


Date Crackers.—Put a pound of 


washed and pitted dates, with a cup- 
ful of sugar and half a cupful of water, 
in a sauce pan and cook until soft and 
smooth. 
Cool. 
Cream a cupful of 


shortening, add a cup of brown sugar, 
two and one-half cupfuls of rolled oats 
which have been parched to a light 
brown, two cupfuls of flour; stir and 
mix well; add a teaspoonful of soda 
to half a cupful of hot water and stir 
into the mixture. 
Holl out, cut and 


place a spoonful of the fruit on a 
cooky, cover with another, then bake. 


Mint Sherbet.—Soak half a cup of 


chopped mint leaves in the juice of 
two lemons and three oranges half an 
hour. Boil two cupfuls of sugar and 
a cup of water five minutes, then pour 
over 
the other ingredients. 
When 


cold strain into a freezer, add the 
grated rind of the fruit ami the white 
of an egg beaten stiff with a cup of 
whipped cream. This sherbet may be 
served as a dessert or as an accom- 
paniment to a lamb roast. 


Junket is a most delicious dessert 


for a hot day when one wants just a 
dainty finish to the meal. Add a tablet 
of rennin to a quart of lukewarm milk, 
sweetened and flavored. Stir well after 
crushing the tablet and dissolving It in 
a tablespoonful of water. Then pour 
the mixture into the sherbet cups or 
glasses In which it is to be served. 
When well set put on ice to chill. 


Chocolate pie'may he prepared in 


the same way, adding two .squares of 
melted chocolate, or a prune pie, add- 
ing a cup of prunes which have been 
put through n rlcer.

A 
fair 
cake, 
good 
enough for every-day use, is one using 
three tablespoonfuls of butter or but­ 
ter substitute, one cupful of sugar, 
balf a cupful of milk, two eggs, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and a 
cupful and three-quarters 
of sifted 
Hour. Add flavoring and bake in a hot 
oven. 
A circle of well-greased paper 
placed in the layer tins, as well as 
deeper tins, will help to remove the 
cake without breaking. 


A cake that is baked with as little 
flour as will hold it up makes a much 
more tender and delicate one.

AN ORDINANCE. 


Belfttlnc: to the fire-figliHng appara- 
» tus and property of the Borough of 
McSIicrrystown. 
Section 1. 
Be it enacted and or- 
dainved by the Borough of Me Slier- 
rystown, and it is hereby enacted and 
ordained by authority of the same, 
That in order that there may be 
closer relationship between the coun­ 
cil of the borough and the members of 
the fire company* and in order that 
materials, supplies and regulations as 
to property may be provided for with­ 
out the necessity of waiting until a 
meeting of council, a committee of 
council composed of two members be 
appointed by the president of council, 
or the president pro tempore, who 
are hereby given authority to make 
such purchases and authorize such 
repairs, of minor character, as may 
be required for the proper equipment 
and maintenance of the fire depart­ 
ment of the borough, and to have such 
supervision over the property of the 
borough used for fire-fighting pur­ 
poses as council has, subject to spe­ 
cific directions of council. 


Section 2. 
That the said committee 
of council meet as often as may be 
necessary with the fire chief and 
president of the fire department, or 
others, and together make such reg­ 
ulations that may be deemed advis­ 
able for the betterment of the fire de­ 
partment and use of the apparatus, 
and tho said committee is authorized 
to enter into an agreement with the 
proper officers of the said fire de­ 
partment relating to the subject mat­ 
ter of their appointment, substan­ 
tially as provided for in the agree­ 
ment heretofore entered into between 
the borough and the company, with 
such change as will adapt that agre- 
jnent to present circumstances. 


Section 3. That tho fire chief of 
tlie fire department hav'e complete 
control oyer ilre-flgliting apparatus 
during fires and that at other times 
the fire truck owned by the borough 
be authorized, under the direction oi 
the chief, to be taken out and tested 
at least once a week for the purpose 
of testing the said apparatus and the 
fire plugs and also as practice for the 
drivers, the total distance for said 
practicing per week to be approxi­ 
mately from five (5) to six (6) miles. 


Section 4.. That the fire chief is 
authorized to take the fire apparatus 
to Midway and Brushtown in case of 
fire, 
without further 
authorization, 
and if agreed to by the fire committee 
he may take the apparatus to other 
points as circumstances may require.

Our annual consumption of opium is so extensive as to be able 
to furnish 33 grains of opium yearly to every man, woman and child m 
the country.

Some Summer Sandwlchea. 


Sandwiches are a most popular form 
of food which will be served freely 
during the warm weather. 
The fol­ 
lowing may be suggestive: 


PicHlc Sandwiches. 


Take French 
rolls, 
cut 
off the 
top of each and then with a spoon 
scoop out all'the crumb, leaving the 
shell with a small opening at the top. 
Mix together four chopped olives, one 
pickle, a teaspoonful of capers and 
one large green pepper, chopped fine. 
Add three tablespoonfuls of finely 
chopped boiled tongue and mix with 
the white meat of a chicken chopped 
fine. Moisten with mayonnaise dress­ 
ing and fill the roll; replace the top 
and arrange in a sandwich basket, 
serving at once. 
The filling may be 
added the last minute so that the 
shells will not become soaked. 


Potato Sandwiches. 


Mash four good-sized boiled pota­ 
toes, add a teaspoonful of salt, four 
tablespoonfuls of thick cream and the 
yolks of four hard-cooked eggs rubbed 
to a paste, a dash of cayenne and two 
tablespoonfuls of olive oil; mix well, 
and when a smooth paste is formed 
spread on slices of brown bread. Gar­ 
nish the top with cress or lettuce. 


Chicken Salad Sandwiches. 


These may be prepared as the pic­ 
nic sandwiches and filled with chicken 
salad, or the chicken salad may be 
finely minced and spread on buttered 
bread. 


Sardine Sandwiches. 


Cut slices of bread a half-inch thiek? 
butter after toasting and trim off the 
crust. 
Remove the skin and bones 
from sardines, lay them carefully over 
the toast and sprinkle with chopped 
olives and capers mixed. Add a tea­ 
spoonful of lemon juice and serve cut 
in any desired form. 


Lettuce and Cucumber Sandwich. 
Butter thin slices of white bread, 
then cover with a slice of cucumber 
and a bit of lettuce with salad dress­ 
ing. 


Fruit and Nut Sandwiches. 


Put through the meat chopper a 
quarter of a pound of almonds with 
half a pound of chopped figs with a 
cupful of pecan meats, mixing them 
while grinding so that they will bo 
well blended. 
Pack the mixture into 
round baking powder cans, pressing 
it in firmly. When wanted dip in hot 
water to loosen and cut in very thin 
slices with a sharp knife, 
Place be­ 
tween rounds of buttered bread.

We have spent money more freely than any nation on 
earth; we find now that a dollar is made up of a hundred cents, and that 
only by saving them can we save the dollar. 


To meet these conditions, to inoculate the habit of thrift necessary 
in the changing conditions of life, and to educate its citizens, the govern­ 
ment has inaugurated the use of Thrift and War Savings stamps. They 
are a new.thing in American life, but with our strong native common 
sense we shall soon recognize their value. 


I find in my own case that the Thrift stamps are particularly useful 
for my children. Their pocket money is divided into three parts: one, 
a very small one, for immediate expenditure, one to go toward the Christ­ 
mas present to their adopted French orphan sister, and one for invest­ 
ment in Thrift stamps. For the little children the joy of purchasing 
the stamp and fixing it in place on its card is sufficient inducement. 


The older ones must sometimes be persuaded to «acrifice an immedi­ 
ate pleasure for a future need, but the conversion into War Savings 
stamps and the promised increase finally satisfy them. 


My little girl is saving toward a bicycle—not a high patriotic motive, 
but very appealing at seven. Indeed, War Savings stamps make excellent 
■presents for very small children, to whom the stamp is quite' as lovely 
as a gold piece, and will yield excellent returns when they are old enough 
to spend it. 


Of course War Savings stamps are a splendid investment for all 
people who can put aside only small sums. Their high rate of interest 
and ease of conversion make them a good investment. Everyone who buys 
a stamp becomes a shareholder in the government and is educated and 
interested to that degree. We should make a personal effort to see that 
buying is universal, if only for the reason that bolshevism cannot thrive 
among those who have a stake in the government. 


Let us show our appreciation of an opportunity for safe investment 
bringing good returns and aiding in the support of the government and 
the establishment of thrift.

GOVEKNOH SIGNS MANY BILLS. 
Harrisburg, July 9..—Authority tor 


•the bureau of markets of the depart- 
ment of agriculture to 11 x standards 
for containers of fruits and vegetables 
and other farm products and to pre- 
scribe rules for grading of produce is 
conferred by the bill reorganizing the 
bureau which was announced today as 
approved by Governor Sproul. 
The 


Standards are to be set in conjunction 
with the bureau of standards of the 
department of internal affairs. 


The governor also approved the bill 


providing for the regulation of baker- 
ies under direction of the department 
of labor and industry, which will have 
u wide effect. 


Other bills approved include: 
Enabling county commissioners to 


abolish election districts in which less 
than ten qualified elecors reside. 


Making i't a felony punishable by 


fine of not over $100 and imprison- 
ment up to five years to set lire to or 
attempt to fire a motor vehicle with 
intent to obtain insurance. 


Empowering state highway commis- 


sioners to revoke the license of any 
person authorized to operate a motor 
vehicle under presentation of a cer- 
lificute from 'the public service com- 
mission that the vehicle has been run 
as a common carrier without authori- 
ty.Empowering second and third class 
cities, boroughs and counties to ac- 
quire and operate play grounds, gym- 
nasiums, public baths, swimming pools 
and indoor recreation centers, authori- 
ty being given for school districts to 
join with them. 


Permitting building and loan asso- 


ciations to make temporary loans and 
pledge of war bonds. 


The general amendment to the fish 


code was also approved by the gov- 
ernor, It takes the size limit off 
brook and brown trout and limits the 
bag to twenty-five in one day. The 
size limit, and season are taken oft' 
yellow perch and they may be taken 
by devices prescribed by the code. 


The governor also signed the non- 


resident hunters' license bill, which 
provides a fee of $5 for such licenses.

amounts in companies 
beyond the 


amount they insure themselves and 
providing for certificates of damage 
suits to the compensation board when 
discovered that suit has been brought 
wrongfully.

ber 
If) as the closed season for the

FOOD AND RENT COME HIGH 


•The Lower Your Salary the Greater 


Proportion of It You Spend for 


Food and Shelter, Say In- 


vestlgators. 


Washington. — The lower your salary, 


the greater percentage of It you spend 
for food and shelter, according to the 
latest government cost of living Inves- 
tigation. 


Tables compiled by labor depart- 


ment experts after study of hundred* 
of family budgets show the actual cash 
outlay for food nnd rent Is greater In 
families with the higher incomes, but 
In the average family the expenditures 
for these necessities does not increase 
as fast as the Income. 


In Baltimore, for instance, 13 fam- 


ilies with Incomes under $900 averaged 
expenditures of ?,1S2.9o for food and 
$120. 44 for rent The average was 40.5 
per cent of the total income for food 
and 14.8 for rent. The families whose 
incomes were $2.500 or more, however, 
average 13.5 per cent less for food In 
comparison with total income and 11.5 
less for rent. 


Showing how much more cheaply 


the higher-salaried families pet off in 
other cities are those differences: 


Pittsburgh, food 1." per cent, rent 7.5 


per cent; New York, food 0 7 per cent, 
rent 7.7 per cent; Boston, food

Salvage Work Expensive. 


L\per's w i t h tho American expedi-

\\a.s due, it is said, to the rapidity of 
the American ad\anco and to the 
hurry of the Germans to leave thelir 
dugouts and weapons r.nd surrender to 
their conquerors. 


The work of cleaning up the Ar- 


gonne battlefield, however, has been an 
expensive one, although vast quanti- 
ties of copper, brass and steel have 
been salvaged. It has cost more than 
i?2,000,000 to complete the task, but 
the work Ins been a success financial- 
ly, as the booty is worth more than 
twice that sum.

Washington.—Tho lower your salary, 
the greater percentage of it you spend 
for food and shelter, according to tho 
latest government cost of living inves­ 
tigation. 


Tables compiled by labor depart­ 
ment experts after study of hundreds 
of family budgets show the actual cash 
outlay for food and rent is greater in 
families with the higher incomes, but 
In tho average family tho expenditures 
for these necessities does not increase 
as fast as the income. 


In Baltimore, for instance, 13 fam­ 
ilies with incomes und^r $900 averaged 
expenditures of $3,S2.05 for food and 
$120.44 for rent The average was 40.5 
per cent of the total Income for food 
and 14.0 for rent.* Tho families whose 
Incomes were $2,500 or more, however, 
average 13.5 per cent less for food In 
comparison with total income and 11.5 
less for rent. 


Showing how much more cheaply 
.the higher-salaried families get off in 
other cities are these dilTorences: 


Pittsburgh, food 15 per cent, rent 7.5 
per cent; New York, food 0.7 per cent, 
rent 7.7 per cent; Boston, food 4.9 
per cent, rent 5.2 per cent; Syracuse, 
food 4.3 per ceht, rent 19 per cent;

Immense Booty 


German Guns Worth Many Mil­ 


lions Are Found in Ar- 
gonne Forest. 


WEAPONS ABANDONED BY FOE 


Teutons Left Artillery and Shells In 
Mad Flight When Americans Ad­ 
vanced— Forest Cleaned by 
Doughboys. 


Paris.—War booty valued at "more 
than $5,000,000, left by the Germans 
In their ilight from the Argonne for­ 
est, the scene of America's greatest 
battle in the world war, has been col­ 
lected by a force of negro soldiers who 
have been cleaning up the famous bat­ 
tlefield. 
Machine guns, rilles, muni­ 
tions and war supplies of all kinds 
have been collected In every wooded 
ravine, dugout and trench in the Ar- 
gonne-Meuse sector, comprising 480 
square miles. 


The American engineers moved up 
to the battlefield soon after the armis­ 
tice was signed. 
For miles around 
there was not a village or farm that 
was occupied. 


Orders were issued to squads of 
American salvage engineers to pick up

every gun they found, broken or in 
serviceable condition, as well as all 
war material, and place the supplies 
along the nearest road for collection 
in army trucks. 
The colored fighters 
received instructions that whenever 
they came across an unexploded shell 
they were not to touch It, but to put 
up a little stick beside it with a not© 
so that the munition salvagers could 
find it later. 


Tho doughboys soon made the dis­ 
covery that the Germans in their 
flight abandoned hundreds of machine 
guns and even large pieces of artillery 
which the Yankees, In their hurry to 
advance, had failed to see. 


Loaded In Box Cars. 


One of the discoveries made by the 
Americans who have completed the 
task of cleaning up the battlefield was 
tho unusually large number of ma­ 
chine guns the Germans had Installed 
In the Argonne forest. No information 
was secured as to the number tho 
enemy was able to save In his flight 
toward the Rhine, but thousands of 
these weapons were left behind. 
In 
one small sector of tho battlefield sev­ 
eral hundred cars were loaded with 
machine guns. 


In one town located in the rear of 
tho battlefield there Is a pile of brass 
shell cases, abandoned by the Ger­ 
mans, that would more than fill the 
hold of a large ocean freighter. 
It 
was estimated that nearly 1.0tX).0()0 
shell cases had been piled in that vil­ 
lage. 
These have been purchased by 
the French government. 


Salvage Work Expensive. 
Experts with tho American expedi­ 
tionary forces have estimated that tho 
i Yankees had captured 200 per cent 
more war booty In the Argonne forest 
than their records will show. 
This 
was due, it Is said, to the rapidity of 
the American advance and to tho 
hurry of the Germans to leave thel* 
dugouts- and weapons and surrender to 
their conquerors. 


Tho work of cleaning up the Ar­ 
gonne battlefield, however, has been an 
expensive one, although vast quanti­ 
ties of copper, brass and steel have 
been salvaged. It has cost more than 
$2,000,000 to complete ihe task, but 
the work has been a success financial­ 
ly, as the booty Is worth more than 
twice that sum.

In the garden of a seminary, where

These girls, ranging in age 
from twelve to sixteen, were first at­ 
tacked by “red” oillcers, then when the 
iieuds had tired of their orgy the vic­ 


tims were killed by being tapped on 
the head with a wouden mallet. 


This seminary garden is one con­ 
tinuous grave of naked bodies and 
skeletons. 
Identification of the vic­ 
tims is Impossible. A Russian countess 
and her daughter were tied to posts

CAKE MAKING. 


Just a word to tho.<io who are yot in- 
experienced in the art of cake making. 


First of all, have all tho 
materials 
to 
bo 
used 
ready at hand before be- 
ginning, or in the midst 
you will find some im- 
portant ingredient miss- 
ing which will need n 
change of plans. 
Most co(7ks have some 
standard recipe which they will vary 
with flavoring, spice or fruit, or bake 
in different shaped tins with different 
fillings or frostings, which will give a 
large variety. 


The time was when much creaming 
of butter and stirring of sugar and 
butter was thought the only way to 
make a butter cake, but tliose busy 
days are teaching us many ways of 
simplifying our work, and cake mak- 
ing must keep pace. 
The shortening, 
If 
softened—not 
melted—will 
mix 
with the sugar and it takes but a short 
time to- cream it; add a little hot water 
or milk if hurried for time and then 
give the mixture a good beating, add- 
ing the eggs beaten and give another 
good 
beating. 
A 
fair 
cake, 
good 
enough for every-day use, is one using 
three tahlespoonfuls of butter or but- 
ter substitute, one cupful of 
sugar, 
fialf a cupful of milk, two eggs, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and a 
cupful and three-quarters 
of 
sifted 
Hour. Add flavoring and bake in a hot 
oven. 
A circle of well-greased paper 
placed in the layer tins, os well as 
deeper tins, will help to remove the 
cake without breaking. 


A cake that is baked with as little 
flour as will hold it up makes a much 
more tender and delicate one. 
The 
baking is a most imptn-tant factor in 
good cake making. 
Have the oven 
very 
hot for layer 
cake 
and 
bake 
from 10 to 12 minutes. 
For a loaf 
cake which needs 40 minutes to bake, 
divide the time into quarters. The first 
ten minutes see that the cake begins 
to rise, the 
second 
ten minutes 
it 
finishes 
rising and begins to brown, 
the third ton minutes it finishes brown- 
ing and begins to shrink frcnn tlie pan, 
then the last ten or quarter it 
finishes 
baking. 
If a cake crackles as if still 
cooking when taken from the oven, 
put it back for a few minutes. 


Fruit Layer Cake.—For a delicious 
cake to use for company or on special 
occasions, this is excellent. Cream a 
cupful of shortening, add two cupfuls 
of warmed sugar to hasten the cream- 
ing, add six well beaten eggs, two and 
one-half cupfuls of fiour, a cupiiul of 
cnilk, a teaspoonful of vanilla and three 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Beat 
well and bake In three layers.

Sherbet 
—Put a pound of 
sugar and a quart 
of water on to boil 20 minutes; let 
cool, then add one and one-half cup- 
fuls of peach pulp, the strained juice 
of an orange and the juice of half a 
lemon. 
Fi'eeze. 


Date 
Crackers.—Put 
a 
pound 
of 
wa.shed and pitted dates, with a cup- 
ful of sugar and half a cupful of water, 
in a sauce pan and cook until soft and 
smooth. 
Cool. 
Cream 
a cupful of 
shortening, add a cup of brown sugar, 
two and onei-half cupfuls of rolled oats 
which have been parched to a light 
brown, two cupfuls of fiour; stir and 
mix well; add a teaspoonful of soda 
to half a cupful of hot water and stir 
into the mixture. 
Roll out, cut and 
place a spoonful of the fruit on a 
caoky, covi^r with another, then bake. 
Mint Sherbet.—Soak half a cup of 
chopped mint leaves in the juice of 
two lemons and three oranges half an 
hour. 
Boil two cupfuls of sugar and 
a cup of water five minutes, then pour 
over 
the 
other 
ingredients. 
When 
c(/ld strain into a freezer, add 
the 
gnued rind of the fruit and the white 
of an egg beaten stiff with a cup of 
whipped cream, 
This sherbet may be 
served as a dessert or as an accom- 
paniment to a lamb roast. 


Junket is a most delicious dessert 
for a hot day when one wants just a 
dainty finish to the meal. Add a tablet 
of rennin to a quart of lukewarm milk, 
wveetened and ilavored, Stir well after 
cru>ihing the tablet and dissolving it in 
a tablespoonful of water. 
Then pour 
the mixture into the .sherbet cups or 
glasses In which it is to be served, 
When well set i>ut on ice to chill. 


Chocolate pie* may be prepared in 
the same way. adding tM'o,squares of 
melted chocolate, or a prune pie, add- 
ing a cup of prunes which have been 
put through a ricer.

The 
most 
noteworthy 
success 
in 
tobacco-growing have been found in 
Tamworth and Manifla districts, about 
800 miles north of Sydney, but at pres- 
ent 
the 
industry 
is largely 
in 
the 
hands of tho Chinese, who take tho 
farms on shares and make a cortainty 
of crops in years good and !>ad. 


The number of Chinese making good 
livings out of the industry is notUn^ 
ably large, but now that tho white 
population is aWake to the potentiali- 
ties of growing tobacco for tlie Austra- 
lian trade and for export tq 
other 
countries, tho Oriental will not be al- 
lowed to monopolize such a good thing 
much longer. 


The Government, too, awakening to 
the fact that another source of 
the 
country's wealth 
has been tapped, is 
considering the placing of 
returned 
soldiers on tobacco farms in the Tam- 
worth district. 
It is said that 
the 
work 
is very suitable for 
incapaci- 
tated men, for although it demands 
unremitting attention and the greatest 
of patience, tho labor entailed is com- 
paratively liizht. 


This season's crops at lamworth are 
the best tho district has known for 
years, and it is a refreshing sight to 
see the large paddocks of big green 
leaf reaching as high as tlie fences 
and the prospect of a good picking is 
assured. 


It is estimated 
that 
tlie 
average 
yield in this district will be IG cwt. of 
leaf per acre. 
That at 37% cents per 
pound would mean a return of ^iM'J. 
per aci*e gross. 
Some crops are ex- 
pected to go as high as a ton per acre. 


The local experts anticipate a big 
move in the direction of tobacco plant- 
ing in tlie near future. 
They predict 
that the Industry will grow into on<» 
of tlie biggest in the Conimonwealth 
and 
that 
the 
importation 
of 
cheap 
labor leaf will be rendered unneces- 
sary before long. 


The profits to the grower are far be- 
yond those obtainable in any 
other 
primary industry, \vith the same in- 
itial outlay and labor—henco the pop- 


ularity of tobacco-growing with th® 
small capitalist.

, tus and property of the Borough of 


McShorrystown. 
Section 1. 
Be it enacted and or- 
dairfed by the Borough of McSher- 
rystown. and it is hereby enacted and 
ordained by authority of the same.

Million Drug Addicts in U^ S. 


Nation Leads World in Illicit "Dope" Traffic 
Report to Government Shows 


The special narcotic committee appointed by fonner Sccretaty qf the 
Treasury McAdoo to investigate the drug traffic in the United States has 
completed its report and presented it to Secretary of the Treasury Glass. 


The report is of a most sensational character. It shows the United 
States as the largest consumer of drugs -in the world, with more than a 
million addicts, and more than $61,000,000 spent annually by drug users 
to satisfy the habit. 


It also shows a national organization of '^dope peddlers,^' who carry 
on a lucrative trade in drugs smuggled from Canada, Mexico and along 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 


Although the peace conference has already taken action to protect 
China from the spread of the opium habit, the report shows the United 
States to exceed China and lead the entire world in the consumption of 
opium. Our annual consumption of opium is so extensive as to be able 
to funush 33 grains of opium yearly to every man, woman and child in 
the country»

Ninety per cent of the drugs consumed in this country are used for 
other than medicinal purposes, and opium comes in this category, accord- 
ing to the report. 


The traffic is increasing by leaps and bounds. Practically all of the 
larger cities report increase, and one estimate of the nation's number of 
addicts included in the report is 4,000,000 persons. The committee's 
figure of 1,000,000 is thereby shown to be conservative. 
One-quarter of 
these 1,000,000 drug users, or 250,000, are unemployed. 
In this respect 
alone the traffic caused the country an annual loss in wages of more than 
$150,000,000. 


It is estimated that 237,655 persons are receiving treatment in an 
effort to loosen the hold drugs have on them. The strides the peril is 
taking, though, are sho\vn by the estimate that 18,299,397 narcotic pre- 
scriptons were filled in the last year. 


One of the most painful features of the report is that depicting the 
native-born American as leading in the consumption of drugs.

Picnic Sandwiches. 


Take

Potato Sandwiches. 


Mash four good-sized boiled pota- 
toes, add a teaspoonful of salt, four 
tablespoonfuls of thick cream and the 
yolks of four hard-cooked eggs rubbed 
to a paste, a dash of cayenne and two 
tablespoonfuls of olive oil; mix well, 
and when a smooth paste is formed 
spread on slices of brov/n bread. Gar- 
nish the top with cress or lettuce. 


Chicken Salad Sandwiches. 


These may bo prepared as the pic- 
nic sandwiches and filled with chicken 
salad, or the chicken salad may be 
finely minced and spread on buttered 
bread. 


Sardine Sandwiches, 


Cut slices of broad a half-inch thick; 
butter after toasting and trim off thé 
crust. 
Remove the skin and bones 
from sardines, lay them carefully over 
the toast and sprinkle with chopped 
olives and capers mixed. Add a tea- 
spoonful of lemon juice and serve cut 
in any desired form. 


Lettucc and Cucumber Sandwich. 
Butter thin slices of white bread, 
then cover with a slice of cucumber 
and a bit of lettuce with salad dress- 
ing. 


Fruit and Nut Sandwiches. 


Put through the meat chopper a 
quarter of a pound of almonds with 
half a pound of chopped figs with a 
cupful of pecan meats, mixing them 
while grinding so that they will bo 
well blended. 
Pack the mixture Into 
round baking powder cans, pressing 
it in firmly. When wanted dip in hot 
water to loosen and cut in very thin 
slices with a eharp knife. 
Place be- 
tween rounds of buttered bread. 


Lessons have crowded tliick and fast on Ameri- 
cans in the last five years. We have all learned some- 
thing, some a great deal, others, only a little, but the 
lessons which touched the highest and the lowest were 
the increased cost of commodities and the consequently 
diminished purchasing power of the dollar. 


In this fortunate land of coirs we have thought 
that food, like air, was a natural possession; we awake 
to find half the world starving and to realize the neces- 
sity of careful buying on our part for years to come. 
We have spent money more freely than any nation on 
earth; we find now that a dollar is made up of a hundred cents^ and that 
only by saving them can we save the dollar. 


To meet these conditions, to inoculate the habit of thrift necessary 
in the changing conditions of life, and to educate its citizons, the govern- 
ment has inaugurated the use of Thrift and War Savings stamps. They 
are a new.thing in American life, but with our strong native common 
sense we shall soon recognize their value. 


I find in my own case that the Thrift stamps are particularly useful 
for my children. 
Their pocket money is divided into three parts: one, 
a very small one, for immediate expenditure, one to go toward the Christ- 
inas present to their adopted French orphan sister, and one for invest- 
ment in Thrift stamps. 
For the little children the joy of purchasing 
tlie stamp and fixing it in place on its card is sufficient inducement. 


The older ones must sometimes be persuaded to -sacrifice an immedi- 
ate pleasure for a future need, but the conversion into War Savings 
stamps and Üie promised increase finally satisfy them. 


My little girl is saving toward a bicycle—not a high patriotic motive, 
but very appealing at seven. Indeed, War Savings stamps naake excellent 
•presents for very small children, to whom the stamp is quite' as lovely 
as a gold piece, and will yield excellent returns when they- are old enough 
to spend it. 


Of course War Savings stamps are a splendid investment for all 
people who can put aside only small sums. Their high rate of interest 
and ease of conversion make them a good investment. Everyone who buys 
a stamp becomes a shareholder in the government and is educated and 
interested to that degree. We should make a personal effort to see that 
buying is universal, if only for the reason that bolshevism cannot thrive 
among those who have a stake in the government. 


Let us show our appreciation of an opportunity for safe investment 
bringing good returns and aiding in the support of the government and 
the establishment of thrift.

Labor Department Compiles Sta- 
tistics in CiticG That Show 
Expenditures. 


FOOD AND RENT COME HiGH 


^The Lower Your Salary the Greater 
Proportion of it You Spend for 
Food and Shelter, Say In- 
vestlgators. 


Washington.—^Tho lower your salary, 
the greater percentage of it you spend 
for food and shelter, according to tho 
latest government cost of living Inves- 
tigation. 


Tables compiled by labor 
depart- 
ment experts after study of hundreds 
of family budgets show tJio actual cash 
outlay for food and rent Is greater In 
families ^vlth the higher incomes, but 
In tlio average family tho expenditures 
for tliese necessities does not Increase 
as fast as the income. 


In Baltimore, for instance, 13 fam- 
ilies with Incomes undi^r $000 averaged 
expenditures of $US2.95 for food and 
$120.44 for rent The average was 4G.5 
per cent of the total Income for food 
and 14.8 for rent* The families whose 
Incomes were $2,500 or more, however, 
avei-age 1»S.5 per cent less for food in 
comparison with total Income and 11.5 
less for rent.

other cities are these dilTorences; 


Pittsburgh, food 15 per cent, rent 7,5 
per cent; New York, food G.7 per cent, 
rent 7.7 per cent; Boston, food 4.0 
per cent, rent 5.2 per cent; Syracuse, 
food 4.3 per ceht, rent 10 per cent;

Immense Booty 


German Guns Worth Many 
lions Are Found in Ar- 
gonne Forest. 


WEAPONS ABANDONED BY FOE 


Teutons Left Artillery and Shells In 
Mad Flicht When Americans Ad- 
vanced—Forest Cleaned by 
Doughboys. 


Paris.—AVar booty valued at'more 
tlian $5.(X>0.(>fH), left by tho Germans 
In their llight from the Argonne for- 
est, the scene of America's greatest 
battle In the world war, has been col- 
lected by a force of negro soldiers who 
have been cleaning up the famous bat- 
tlefield. 
Machine gims, rllles, muni- 
tions and war supplies of all kinds 
have been collected In every wooded 
ravine, dugout and trench in the Ar- 
gonne-Meuse sector, comprising 4yO 
square miles. 


The American engineers moved up 
to the battlefield soon after tho armls- 
ilce was signed. 
For miles around 
there was not a village or farm that 
was occupied. 


Orders wore Issued to squads of 
American salvage engineers to pick up

every gnn thoy found, broken or in 
serviceable condition, as well aa all 
war material, and place the supplies 
along the nearest road for collection 
In army trucks. 
The colored 
fighters 
received Instructions tlmt 
whenever 
thoy came across an unexploded shell 
they were not to touch It, but to put 
up a lUtlo stick beside It with a noto 
so that the munition salvagers could 
find It later. 


Tho doughboys soon made the dls- 
covery that the Gennans In 
their 
flight abandoned hundreds of machine 
guns and even large pieces of artillery 
which the Yankees, in their hurry to 
advance, had failed to see. 


Loaded In Box Cars. 


One of tile discoveries made by the 
Americans who have completed 
the 
task of cleaning up tho battlefield was 
tho unusually large number of ma- 
chine guns the Gernmns had installed 
In tho Argonne forest. No Information 
was secured as to the number tho 
enemy was able to save In his flight 
toward tho Rhine, but thousands of 
these weapons were left behind. 
la 
one small sector of tho battlefield sev- 
eral hundred cars were loaded with 
machine guns. 


In one town located in the rear ot 
the battlefield there is a pile of brass 
shell cases, abandoned by tho Ger- 
mans, that would more than fill the 
hold of a large ocean freighter. 
It 
was estimated that nearly l.i)*K).0()0 
shell cases had been piled In that vil- 
lage. 
These have been purchased by 
the French governmont. 


Salvage Work Expensive. 


Exports with tho American e^cpedi- 
tionary forces have estimated that tho 
i Yankees had captured 200 per cent 
more war booty In the Argonne forost 
than their records will show. 
This 
was due, it is said, to the rapidity of 
the American 
advance 
and 
to 
tho 
hurry of the Germans to leave thel» 
dugouts, and weapons and surrender to 
their conquerors. 


Tho work of cleaning np the Ar- 
gonne battlefield, however, has been an 
expensive one, although vast quanti- 
ties of copper, brnss and steel have 
been salvaged. It has cost more than 
.^2.000,000 to complete the tasic, but 
the work has been a success 
financial- 
ly, as the booty Is worth more than 
twice that sum. 


About one hundred bolslievists were removed from Brixton prJiion. Lon- 
don, for deportation to Ilussia.

dozen .schoolgirls already imve been 
recoverecl 
These girls, ranging in age 
from twelve to sixteen, were first at- 
tacked by "red" oJlicers, then when the 
fiends had tired of their orgy the vlc^ 


tims were killed by being tapped on 
the head with a wouden mullet. 


This seminary garden is one con- 
tinuous grave of nuked bodies and 
skeletons. 
Identification oi^ the vic- 
tims is luijiosHlble. A Itussiun countess 
and her daugliter were tied to posts 
In 
this 
garden, 
stripped 
of 
their 
clothes, then killed by a succession of 
dagger pricks all over their bodies. A 
dozen 
priests 
were 
crucified 
head 
downward; two otiiers were boiled In 
oil. 


Hundreds of the upper classes of 
the city, men. women and children, 
sentenced to death without trial, were 
taken to tho edge of a swamp outside 
tlie city and given tlieir choU'e of fiee- 
lug into tho swamp or being shot 
down where they stood. J^Uxuy dashed 
Into the swamp, pniy to be engulfed 
in the qulcksuuds. 
Tho others were 
^ihot down at the edge of a ditch, into 
which their bodies fell, and left un- 
covered during the entire winter.
